The Charatter of Cones or Hares. 


Ares or Conies are {mall Beaſts, of 
much more melancholy diſpoſition 

than other beaſts ; whence cometh the hard- 
neſs of their living ; for as it is written, they 
will feed fat with the white rind of the 
froſt, or the ſnow: certain It is that in the 
froſt and ſharpeſt time of winter they feed 
beſt, becauſe then the froſt biting the ſoggy 
Traſs, maketh it mot ſweer, upon which 
E 3 they 
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they delight molt to feed. They are abun- 
dant in their increaſe, bringing forth their 
broods once every month , and of thoſe 
broods not under three or four at the leaſt ; 
neither doth ſhe ſo ſoon disburthen one brood; 
but ſhe preſently runneth to the Buck, and 
ingendereth for another. The males of theſe 
kinds are very unnatural, for if they can fiad 
where the young ones are kiadled, they pre- 
ſently devour them : whence it comes to paſs, 
that the femaleat her time compleat with- 
draweth her ſelf, and hideth her young, daub- 
ing and damming up the hole till they be 
able ro run and ſhite for themſelves : and 
then ſhe opening the hole by licrle and little, 
giveth them liberty to take the air, aud uſe 
their own exerciſe. As forthe profic of theta, 
beſides their fleſh, which tis an exccllent food, 
their skins are*of great price and 2re a moſt 
excellent Fur, and litt!e inferiour,for warmth, 
{\weetnelſs, and goodneſs, toany other. Again, 
the wooll or hair of them is very good to 
make Felts of ;, and indeed, is fo loft and fine, 
that it is buta little interiour to the Beaver ; 
with which wooll if ic be mixcd, it maketh a 
moſt perfect and good Felr. To conclude,they 
are beaſts of muci hardneſs, and theretore of 
a9 long lifezand they take delight in hard and 

E 4 ſandy 
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ſandy grounds, which are dry for they have 
no greater enemy than the wet, whence it 
proceedeth that their greateſt infirmitie is 
rottennets : yet ſuch Hares or Conies as do 
live and delight 1a the clay earths, are even 
the greateit, fatteſt, ſtouteſt and beſt, either 
for the diſh, or any ſport whatſoever:

He Cock, from whence the Hen, Ca- 
pon and Chicken proceedeth, and ſo 

all one, being the Centinel and watch of 
the houſe, Is a luſty, proud, valiant, and cou- 
ragious bird, taking borh delight in himſelf, 
and in other mens praiſes of him. It is writ- 
ten of them, that they are Aſtronomers, anc 
know rhe courſe of the Stars : Certain IT Is, 
that they keep a true diſtance in their times, 
and crow more after proportion than order. 
They are great commanders and rulers of 
their own kind ; and fo jealous of their wives, 


that 
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that they will die ere any ſtrange Cock en- 
Joy the leaſt ſhew of their preſence. Of all 
beaſts whatſoever, none but he rejoyceth af- 
ter the act of generation. The Hens are no leſs 
valiant than the Cocks, if they be true bred; 
and will with their oppoſites fight to the laſt 
drop : they are exceeding loving and natu- 
ral totheir young, and will not only fight 
in their defence, but alſo ſtrive themſelyes 
to give the Chickens ſuſtenance. 


Your Turkey is not unlike unto theſe birds; 
for the Cock is proud, valiant, and apt to 
fight only the Hens are much leſs natural, 
though {omewhart more doating: for, from 
her too much love, ſhe will draw her Chick- 
ens abroad, and by her wandring will loſe 
them, never reſpetting her number : : bur fo 
long as ſhe hath ore to follow her, fo long 
ſhe reſpeCterth nor what hapneth to the reſt 
Of this nature allo is the Peacock, who for 
beauty, pride, and und crſtanding, excecdeth 
all other birds, yer only are carclels of thei: 
young. The Peacock is a bird of long life, 
ordinarily living to the years of five aac 
twenty, or upward:: he is a diſh much ulcd 
at Banquets, for (hew, more than for taſte; 
tor his t!-Ih is not held exceeding wholeſome, 
it 
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t being certain, that if he bz never ſo well 
ind dry roaſted over night, yet he will be 
lood raw the next day following. Now 
ontrary to the Peacock, the Phelant, Par- 
ridge, Quail, and Rail are excellent birds 
or the Table, and more dainty and whole. 
lome than any other : They are allo excel- 
ent flights, and make rare ſport before the 
Hawk : they flie not high, but near to 
the ground ; and though nor very nimble of 
wing, yet ſwift after they are on wing. They 
love not to flie long, by reaſon of their 
much earneſtneſs ; but muſt haye many reſts : 
but being ſlain with the Hawk, they are the 
beſt, tendereſt, and moſt pleaſing food. They 
bring forth their broods in great abundance z 
and having once diſcloſed them, the young 
ones are able to detend themſelves, by flight, 
even when their ſhells are on their crowns : 
lo ſtrong and wily they are by nature, as 
houle- Doves are of an innocent nature, and 
very chalt, and neither male or female change ' 
their mate, but keeptogether, one true to 
the other, living as coupled by the band of 
marriage, keeping their own Hen continual» 
ly, never viſiting the holes of others, unlets 
they be ſingle by the death of their mates 

the male and female zre both careful of thei: 


young, 
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Young ones; nay, you ſhall have the Coceuril 
oft-times chaſtiſe the Hen if ſhe keep not thÞ hat! 
neſt well; and yet kind they be to then 

when they are about to build, lay, and ſet,a} 4!

that caſe : when the Hen cometh off th 
neſt, the Cock gocth on preſently. Thgbe 
Cock will go abroad and firſt feed himſelf the
